Politics reared its head when it became known that 
the Sunnyside Avenue Home Owners Group of which Kevin 
B. Kirsch of 421 N. Sunnyside ,is chairman, plans to hear 
any candidates for City Council at the April 10 election, 
to speak before them on the flood situation. 

The group reportedly is extremely dissatisfied with 
Council’s steps for flood relief in their district, recently 
included this in a letter sent to the solons:

Teachers’ Pay Boost 


Governor Edmund G. Brown in his $3 billion dollar 
budget message to the Legislature recommended a 5 per 
cent pay boost for California teachers retroactive to last 
September. 

There is a question about the retroactiveness, many 
legislators holding that it is improper. But now the Cali¬ 
fornia State Federation of Teachers which is an AFL-CIO 
union of teachers and has no relation to the California 
Teachers Association and its powerful lobby at Sacra¬ 
mento, comes forward with another recommendation. It 
wants not a 5 per cent increase, but a 10 per cent boost, 
retroactive.
